A CVS LIFE SKETCH 

Late Sri A. C. Subba Redcly was born at 
Rajahmundry on 17-3-1906 while his-, father 
late Sn Subba Rami Reddy was working there 
as a Police Official, A .C.'s mother was Smt.. 

Narayanamma. At his birth, astrologers 

predicted that the child would become a great 

man and achieve fa me 'in Andhra Pradesh. 

He commenced his lower education at 
Nellore, hh native place. . He could complete 
it successful]}" even by his twelveth year, with 
due appreciation of his teachers, 

For higher education he was ?ent to 
Madras, where he used to move about in pant, 
boot and tie in the fashion of a boy from a 
Janrindari family. Sri Kasu Brahmanancla 
Reddy, Present Chief Minister of Andhra 
Pradesh, and Sri Rebala Dasaratharami Reddy 
of Nellore, were his class-mates then. He 
continued his education upto 1927 at Madras 
for eight years i. e upto his twentieth year; ; 

Even while he was a boy of fifteen years 
he was married with .Sowbhagyavathi Anna, 
purnamma. 



While studying his Intermediate Class at 
the Pachiappa's College, Madras he disconti- 
nued his studies at the call of Gandhiji to 
join the fight for freedom- 

The death of his father on 14 th July, 
1928, was a matter of great sorrow to him. 

Some time after the death of his father, 
A. C., is stated to have beheld in his dream 
the image of Venugopalaswamy, whose tem- 
ple is in existance in Mulapet, Nellore Town, 
directing him to undertake the supervision 
of the Devasthanam. 

In 1934; A. C., was elected as a Director 
of Central Co-operative Bank .-of which Sri 
Rebala Dasaradharami Recldy was unani- 
mously elected as President. 

In 1936,, he was elected as President. 
Taluk Board. 

In 19-3 7 ,- when the fight for the country's 
freedom was in full swing Nellore Town 
Municipal elections set in and A. C. was elec- 
ted as Chairman of the Nellore Municipality. 
As Chairman of the Municipality he did 
much constructive work. He was helpful to 
the people of the town irrespective of caste

or creed. He could gain the good will of the 
citizens on account of the sincere .interest 
evinced by him in fulfilling their want or 
redressing their grieve-nce. 

As desired by Sri Vemula Kurmaiah and 
other such. Harijan leaders, A. C. while he 
was a Chairman of Nellore Municipality has 
allotted a site in Nellore Municipal area for 

starting a Harijan Hostel. Several Harijan 
boys were in enjoyment of the benefits of 
this hostel This hostel is now in the con- 
trol of Sri Y. Pattabhirarna Reddy. 

He participated in 1942 movement after 

tendering resignation to the Chairmanship 
of the Municipal Council and he underwent 
R. I . for six months in the Centra! Jail, 
Veiiore 

On : 5-10-1949 he was again elected as 
Chairman, Nellore Municipality, 

In November. 1952 also he was once 
more elected as Chairman Nellore Munici- 
pality. 

In 1955 he contested from Nellore As- 
sembly Constituency and was successful 

He then rendered his services* as Chair-

man for a period of 3 years from. 1957 
successfully- 



On 12th 'October 1959'; A.'C- was agsin 
elected as Chairman of the Nellore Municipal 
Council. He was responsible for" getting 
drainage scheme sanctioned for Nellore Town. 
'He wa> also equally -responsible for getting 
the water supply scheme expanded and for 
getting the town electrified. 

. For sp.rne time he was Chairman of the 
Andhra Pradesh Marketing Fedt ration. , 

When he was Vice-chairman; .. Andhra 
Pradesh Congress r Committee, ;', there arose 
a contraversy as 1 6 who should;- .be c h'osen 
as r the Chief . Minister of Andhra Pradesh.

In General Eldcttons of 1;9'62 he contested 
from Ra;fJur Const itueticy and came out suc- 
cessful. Sri'N.'Sa'nj^eV'a Reddy was elected as 



Chief Minister of Andhra Pradesh and in his 
Ministry also A. C, was taken as a Minister 
with the portfolios of his choice. 

Similarly in the General Elections of 1967 
he contested from Rapur Constituency and 
was elected. This time A. C. proposed the 
name of Kasu Brahmananda Reddy as the 
Chief Minister of Andhra Pradesh. In the 
Ministry of K. Brahmananda Reddy (our pre- 
sent Chief Minister.) A. C. was taken as Home 
Mi nister 

To his bad luck, while he was functioning 
as Home Minister of K Brahmananda Reddy, 
he became a victim to the most horrid and 
fatal disease, cancer. He was advised to 
take treatment at Madras, He underwent 
treatment at Cancer Institute} Adayar for 
some time and returned to Hyderabad. Due 
to exertion* and strain the disease relapsed. He 
was again taken to Madras and was admitted 
in a private Hospital. He stayed at H. T, 
Veera Redd*- Hospital for treatment but in 
vain- After treatment for some time he 
breathed his last on 20th September, 1967. 

His body was brought to Nellore. his 
home town and cremated on the banks of the 
River Pennar, with State HoBOur, 



Thousands of people of Nellore and other 
'distant place's gathered... on the banks of the 
River Pennar. Among them were Honourable 
Minister Sri Raghunadha Reddy, Honourable 
Chief Minister Sri Kasu Brahmananda Reddy* 
Honourable Minister Sri N. Chenchurama 
Naidu and Hon'ble Sri N. Sanjeeva Reddy, 
Speaker of Lok Sabha. All the citizens who 
gathred there and all the leaders who were 
present on the occasion expressed deep regrets 
for having lost a noted leader and a patriot of 
recognition.
